$350,000 inWPA Projects : 
For City Given Approval 


Mehl Leaves Store After 25 
Years to Take Up Police Work 


WORK WILL START 
IMMEDIATELY ON 
MANY LOCAL, JOBS 


Laying of Larger Water Mains, 
Installation of Sewer 
System Approved 


At least 200 men will be at work 
by Monday afternoon on WPA 
projects in Upland. A total of 11 
projects have been approved and 
money appropriated, with Richard 
G. Manley, city service manager, 
being instructed by the city coun- 
cil last night to call for bids for 
materials to be used in the proj- 
ects. Almost all of the cost for 
the work is to be borne by WPA. 

If all the projects were started 
immediately or completed on 
the anticipated schedule, it is es- 
timated 700 men would have to be 
employed immediately. It is be- 
lieved approximately 200 men will 
be available and these will be as- 
signed to the various jobs. 

Included in the projects are a 
sewer system for the newly an- 
nexed district of Upland, laying 
of “cross town water pipes,” in- 
stallation of larger pipes for do- 
mestic water purposes throughout 
a large part of the citrus district, 
continuation of the flood control 
-work in the district, and codifica- 
tion of all the city ordinances. 

These projects are in addition 
to four jobs announced Tuesday as 
having been approved. Sum of 
more than $350,000 has been ap- 
propriated by the government for 
expenditure on the WPA jobs here. 

Mr. Manley has been in close 
contact with the San Bernardino 
office of the WPA during this 
week. He was instructed to be 
ready for 200 men on Monday and 
preparations are being rushed to 
have implements and materials 
ready for the WPA employes. 

Coming to The News today from 
the San Bernardino office of the 
WPA was the list of projects, the 
number of men required on each 
and the cost of project, as fol- 
lows: 

Ordinance codification, $5,984, 
eight men six months; flood con- 
trol $149,386, 229 men nine 
months; sewer system unit 1, $23,- 
770, 98 men four months; sewer 
system unit 3, $19,895, 82 men 
four months; pipe line construc- 
tion, $20,394, 35 men six months; 
‘sever system unit two, $24,629, 102 
men four months; curb construc- 
tion, $17,756, 26 men six months; 
flood control survey, $6,616, seven 
men 12 months; pipe line construc- 
tion, $65,138, 35 men six months; 
water pipe line, $13,662, 17 men 
five months, and booster pump 
unit 5, $12,542, 38 men _ three 
amonths. 

WPA wages for various kinds 
of work vary, but no employe can 
-work more than 120 hours in a 
month. Common laborers will be 
paid $48 a month, semi-skilled 
workers, $70 a month, and skilled 
workers will get $77 a month.

In the $1300 relief budget, $75 
is given to Upland for Red Cross 
and civic relief. Two hundred and 
twenty-five is allocated the Chaf- 
fey Parent-Teacher association 
for the relief of Chaffey students

Three hundred and fifty dollars is 
given the Ontario Community 
Chest to be administered by Chaf- 
fey as relief for the Chaffey stu- 
dents from Ontario, and $250 for 
the Community Chest. Four hun- 
dred dollars is allocated to the 
four campus social service agencies 
at Chaffey high school and junior 
college—the Y. M. C. A. and Hi-Y, 
the Y. W. GC.
